prior to’ the accident, ond at the 


time\of the actual mishap could 
not have been’ doing ‘much less. 
Nevertheless, Hz had to press ‘the 
charge and he asked that a very 
substantial fine be imposed, 


LOST CONTROL 
Describing ‘the accident Inspec. 
tor Saunders said defendant was 
‘driving from Blg Wave Bay Road 
‘to Windy Gap, with' Lt-Cdr. Hi- 
venden riding pilllon. He came to 
the first straight portion, of the 


‘| road, and when negotiating a bend 


a little further. up, lost control. 
Mrs. - Hicks » was at the time walk- 
ing on the road, going In the same 
direction, on the left side, and she 
was struck down by something—it 
gould not be ascertained whether 
by the cycle or the riders. She 

was still in hospital and could not 
say anything about the acciden:. 
She could not even remember whe- 
ther she had gone for a walk that 
afterncon or not.
